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Commentary 


Employment 

The Australian and State trend series comparisons, shown on page 24, indicate that 
there was an increase of 2.3 per cent in Tasmania’s employment over the year to July 
i994. The largest percemlage increase in trend series employment was in Queensland 
(5.0 per cent}. The next highest increase in employment was in Western Australia (3.5 
per cent), followed by New South Wales (3.3 per cent) and Victoria (3.3 per cent). 
South Australia had a frend series increase in employment of 1.1 per cent. 


In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Divisions the estimate of unadjusted 
employment increased by 4500 between June 1993 and June 1994 to 98 500. The 
estimate of unadjusted employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division was 
44 100 in June 1994, an increase of 2100 on the figure for June 1993. Employment in 
the Nerthern Statistical Division decreased by 4100 between June 1993 and Fune 
1994 to 52 300,

Unemployment 

The Tasmanian provisional frend series estimate of 23 300 unemployed persons in 
July 1994 was a decrease of 4700 on the figure for July 1993 of 28 000. The 
provisional frerd serfes estimate of the unemployment rate of 10.6 per cent in July 
1994 was a decrease compared Lo the trend series estimate of the unemployment rate 
of 12.8 per cent in July 1993.

The Labour Force 

In July 1994 there was an unadjusted estimate of 366 100 civilian Tasmanians aged 
15 er more. There were an estimated 219 200 persons (based on trend series 
estimates) in the labour force. The fread series estimate of the labour force 
participation rate in July 1994 was 59.9 per cent, compared with the figure of 60.3 per 
cent in July 1993. 


For males, the frend series estimate of the participation rate was 70.6 per cent, 
compated with 71.1 per cent for July 1993. For females, the trend series estimate of 
the participation rate was 49.5 per cent (compared with 49.8 per cent in July 1993). 
fSee table 3, page 2.) 


Employed Wage and Salary Earners 

In March 1994 there were approximately 142 500 employed wage and salary camers 
in Tasmania. In March 1992 the figure was [44 700 employed wage and saiary 
earners. 


In February 1994 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.7 per cent of all 
employed wage and salary earners. Overall, the category Community services had the 
highest industry representation — 30.0 per cent — compared with the equivalent 
figure of 24.3 per cent recorded in February 1992. The next highest industry grouping 
was Wholesale trade and Retail trade (19.7 per cent, compared with 19.0 per cent in 
February 1992) and Manufacturing (13.0 per cent, compared with 16.8 per cent in 
February 1992), 


In February 1994, women made up 45.6 per cent of employed wage and salary 
eamers. In February 1992, the equivalent figure was 44.0 per cent.

Award Rates of Pay Indexes 

The annual movement from June 1993 to June 1994 of weekly award rates of pay 
indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.9 per cent for full-time adult females and by 2.0 per 
cent for full-time adult maics. For Australia, the figures were 1.2 per cent for females 
and 1.1 per cent for males. 


For fuli-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry increases over 
this 12-month peried occurred in Manufacturing; Wholesale and retail trade, Public 
administration and defence; and Recreation, personal and other services (all 2.3 per 
cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the largest 
industry increases occurred in Public administration and defence (11.5); and 
Recreation, personal and other services (2.3 per cent). 


The largest occupation increases over the same period for full-lime adult female 
employees occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (2.4 per cent); and 
Tradespersons (1.8 per cent). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the period 
occurred in Labourers and related workers (4.0 per cent}; and Plant and machine 
operators, and drivers (3.0 per cent).

Building Material Prices 
Prices for house building materials in Hobart increased by 3.7 per cent over the 
twelve month period ending June $994. 


[his increase was the same as that recorded for the weighted average of six State 
capital cities. The lowest price increase was recorded by both Perth and Brisbane with 
2.6 per cent; the highest increase was recorded by Adelaide with 6.1 per cent for the 
twelve month period. 


The movement in prices for materials used in building other than house building was 
less dramatic. Hobart recorded the lowest with a 1.1 per cent increase, while Adelaide 
topped the annual movement with 2.2 per cent. 


Major contributors to the annual movement in Hobart were non-ferrous pipes and 
fittings {up 25.1 per cent), structural timber (up 10.7 per cent) and precast concrete 
products (up 9.2 per cent).

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Housing Finance 
The trend estimate for new secured housing finance commitments entered into in 
Tasmania during June 1994 was 1045, valued at $63.7 million. This represented a 3.5 


per cent deercase on the number (1083) and a 2.6 per cent decrease on the value 
($65.4 million) for May 1994. 


These figures also represent a 6.7 per cent increase on the number (979) and a 14.4 
per cent increase on the value ($55.7 million} for June 1993. In comparison, the 
corresponding national figures showed a 17.9 per cent increase on the number and a 
25.8 per cent increase on the value for June 1993, 


The fail of 3.5 per cent in the June 1994 trend estimate for number of new secured 
housing finance commitments continued the decline which began in February 1994. 
In comparison, the national trend cstimate for June 1994 fell by 1.4 per cent which 
continued a decline which began tn April 1994.

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Building Approvals 

There were 306 new dwelling units approved during June 1994 in Tasmania, a 
decrease of 12 per cent on the number recorded for May 994, and a 15 per cent 
decrease on the figure for June 1993 (360). 


For the twelve months ended June 1994 there were 4147 new dweliing units 
approved, one pet cent higher than the 4094 units recorded for the twelve months 
ended June 1993. 


The latest monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units approved show a 
decrease over the past seven months. 


The value of all buildings approved, at current prices, for June 1994 was $38.0 
million, compared with $42.2 million in May 1994 and $41.4 million in June 1993. 
For the 1993.94 financial year the total value was $487.4 million compared with 
$411.4 million in 1992- 93, 


The value of new residential building approved, at current prices, in Junc 1994 was 
$23.3 million, compared with ihe May 1994 figure of $24.6 million and the June 1993 
figure of $23.7 million. The total value recorded for the 1993-94 financial year was 
$302.0 million compared to $275.3 million in 1992-93.

Retail 


The trend estimate for tumover of retail and service establishments for fune 1994, in 
Tasmania, was $215.2 million, an increase of nearly five per cent on the June 1993 
figure of $205.6 million. The estimates have recorded no growth for the past six 
months. 


The estimate of turnover for June 1994, for Australia ($8 628.0 million}, was nearly 
six per cent higher than for June 1993. The estimate of turnover has continued to slow 
with the monthly growth for June showing 0.2 per cent. The monthly growth rate has 
fallen from 0.8 per cent in December 1993 to 0.2 per cent in June 1994. 


In original terms, the estimate of rctail turnover in June 1994, for Tasmania, was 
$204.0 million, a decrease of more than four per cent on the figure recorded for May 
1994 and more than three per cent higher than the figure recorded for June 1993. 
fSee table 35, page 23.) 


Private New Capital Expenditure 

Total new capital expenditure, in Tasmania, decreased by nearly 42 per cent, from 
$93 million in the March quarter [993 to $54 million in the March quarter 1994. This 
figure was 36 per cent lower than that recorded for the December quarter 1993. 
Nationally there was a decrease of nearly 20 per cent over the same period. 


New capital expenditure on equipment, plant and machinery, in Tasmania, for the 
March quarter 1994 decreased to $42 million from the figure of $71 million recorded 
in the previous quarter. The figure for expenditure on buildings and structures was 
down 14 per cent on the previous quarter.
